S.R.O. 345. — In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (cc) of sub-section (21 
of section 280 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), the Central Government 
hereby directs that the following rules to amend the Military Lands and Canton- 
ments Service (Class 1 and Class II) Rules, 19.‘il, are made, the same having been 
previously published as required by sub-section (1) of the said section, namely: — 

1, These rules may be called the Military Lands and Cantonments Service 
(Class I and Class II) Amendment Rules, 1961. 

2. (1) In the Military Lands and Cantonments (Class I and Class II) Rules, 1961, 
for clause (il) of rule 8, the following clause shall be substituted, namely; — 

(11) “A candidate shall be required to obtain 50% of the total marks In Hindi 
paper and 66% In each of the other papers for a pass in that paper, 
A candidate who fails to obtain the pass marks in any paper, shall be 
required to sit again only in the paper In which he has failed”,

Knowledge of Hindi up to IV 
standard expected Candidates wfil be required to translate given 
passages from English to Hindi (Devnagrl script) and vice versa. 

(b) Oral, 

Reading of Hindi books and conversation In Hindi. 

Under 'Notes’ at the end the following notes shall be Inserted, namely; — 
Notes. 

(1) Candidates shall sit for the examination at the Headquarters of the 
Command in which their Cantonments are situated. 

(ii) The examination shall be conducted by the Deputy Director, Military 
Lands and Cantonments. 
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(Ul) Candidates who wish to appear for the examination must submit their 
names to the Deputy Director, Military Lands and Cantonments, tlie 
Command, by the 1st February and 1st August. 

(Iv) The Deputy Director, Military Lands and Cantonments will, as soon as 
possible after the dates mentioned In (Hi) above, forward a list of 
names of candidates to the Director, Military Lands and Cantts. 

(v) Each examining Officer will be furnished with a nominal roll of the can- 
didates and no candidate whose name does not appear on the roU will 
be permitted to sit for the examination. 

(vi) The examination In Paper VIH will apply only to those probationers who 
were appointed to the Service on or alter the 22nd May 1964, or having 
been appointed earlier, were warned that they would be required to 
pass a test In Hindi.
